To demand an -immediate cessation of fighting and the withdrawal of all 
American troops from Indochina. 

To demand Congress enact legislation for the immediate termination of 
ell funds being utilized by the United States government, its allies 
end the Central Intelligence Agency to support their illegal operations 
in Latin America, Africa, China, Europe, and the countries of Vietnam, 
Cambodia, Laos, and Thailand.
